Tbe history of Rochdale eo-operation 
dates from 1844, and all th.* vast 
operative Industries of Great Britain 
have been developed and brought to the 
present perfection and magnitude in the 
short space of sixty yean*. Men are 
still living who helped to start the first 
co-operative retail store in Rochdale, 
England, in 1844. 

The men and women who started the 
first co-operative store in Kochdale were 
poor cotton weavers. Their wages were 
so low that it was only by sacrifice aud 
self-denial that they were able to clothe j 
and feed themselves and those dependent 
niHin them. After studying f.»r y«‘nrs 
to *ee how they could better their con- j 
dition, they formulated what has be- j 
couie historic as th? "Rochdale I*lan of : 
Co-operation." They went into the 
stort&eeping huidnexs, not for the pur- 
l*um* of making money, not to earn their 
living, both of which motives are proper 
and righti hut their motive, a* will be 
even by reading the history of their un¬ 
dertaking. was that they might, b/ 
uniting their purchases with those of 
their fellow laborers, be able to mako 
their scanty wages go a little farther to- 
waflls supplying their needs. They were 
up against conditions which were too 
grievous to be b**me and which, single- 
handed, none of then* could hope to 
overcome. Co-operation seemed to b« 
their hope, their only way out, hence 
they agreed to co-operate. 

Their plan was that each should fur¬ 
nish wdiat capital he could, the money 
tt be Invested in merchandise, which 
each would then buy according to his 
needs and according to his ability to paj 
cash for. Helling prices were to be the 
same as the selling prices of neighboring 
stores and the profits were to lie divided 
As follows: First, interest was to lie 
•paid on tbe capital; then, after setting 
aside a fixed per cent, for a building 
fund, also for an educational fund and 
an emergency fund, the remainder was 
-to be ili-v-itivd -back l«* the- -members- ia 
vpro|M»rti<-n as each made purchases. 

Starting in a humble cellar, with bat 
8140 capital, these i»oor weavers liegan 
a movement that hn» grown until it now 
has, in Great Britain alone, a member¬ 
ship of 2,120,000 (statistics of lfhKl), 
representing more than 10,00(^000 con¬ 
sumers, with a capital of $100,000,000, 
end doing nn anmtgOveta-il trade of-over
